Nail*  in  the  bills  that  rolled  over 
the  country  in  April,  1941. 

The  sensational  development 
came  only  a Untie  over  two  hours 
after  American  planet  from  North 
Africa  had  struck  their  second  devas- 
tating blow  at  Romes  railway  yards 
in  less  than  a month.

In 
which  WO  bombers  and  200  fighters 
look  part,  has  been  described  by 
Allied  airmen  aa  one  of  the  most 
decisive  blow*  ever  struck  by  air 
power. 

FURTHER  ASSURANCE 
NEEDED  FROM  ROME 

Although  the  reported  declaration 
of  Rome  a*  an  open  city  wa*  consid- 
ered vitally  significant  In  London, 
it  was  sold  that  further  proof  of 
Italy*  willingness  to  get  out  of  the 
war  was  imperative  before  the  Allies 
could  stay  their  hand 

The  Vatican  radio,  ui  a broadcast 
recorded  by  The  Associated  Press, 
came  on  the  air  later  than  u*ual  to- 
night and  explained  the  delay  waa 
caused  by  the  broadcast  of  important 
new*.

1 he  one  balancing  tffe  other.  Curiously,  it  Is  on  1 
the  field  of  battle,  and  long  after  all  human  | 
remedy  has  run  out.  that  one  learns  the  reality  I 
of  that  promise.  A world  In  chains  turns  in- 
stinctively to  One  whom  no  chains  can  bind. 
But  has  man  always  remembered  his  own  obli- 
gation. the  injunction  to  dare  great  things  In 
the  name  of  his  Creator?

Only  archivists,  librarians  and  those  whose 
research  carries  them  into  the  past  know  how 
quickly  fades  the  record  of  what  men  and  women, 
and  Indeed  of  whole  generations,  do  with  their 
lives  Most  of  British  Columbia's  history  under 
the  Union  Jack  Is  encompassed  within  the  period 
of  the  last  hundred  years,  yet  Lhere  are  gaps  In 
that  which  may  never  be  filled  In.

The  appeal  being  made  currently  by  the  British 
Columbia  Historical  Association,  reference  to 
which  Is  made  by  Mr  Justice  Robertson  In  the 
correspondence  columns  today.  Is  one  with  real 
meaning  in  British  Columbia  Much  of  our  early 
history  as  a British  settlement,  and  later  as  a 
Province,  lies  ungathered.  Time  is  destroying  11 
fast  Unless  documents  now  extant  can  be  se- 
cured and  catAlogued.  there  will  be  inevitably

Winston  Churchill 
summoned  hi*  cabmet  to  meet  in 
the  night  of  Thursday  to  Friday, 
lasL  week,  to  make  sure  that  the 
draft  treaty  of  armistice,  embody- 
ing the  views  of  both  Governments, 
would  immediately  be  available. 
Today,  although  complimentary  ne- 
gotiations are  believed  to  be  in 
progress  with  special  reference  to 
the  fleet,  all  mam  points  have  been 
settled.  But  to  what  extent  other 
nations  will  be  given  the  opportun- 
ity to  pul  forward  their  claims  1* 
ftlii  unknown  and  the  probabilities 
are  that  both  the  American  and 
the  British  Governments  are  still 
debating  the  problem  between 
themselves  There  are  definite  in- 
dications that,  in  the  midnight 
sitting  of  the  British  Cabinet,  the 
issue  was  raised  and  thrashed  out. 
The  pact  of  ihe  United  Nations 
rules  out  all  separate  procedure  for 
armistice  and  peace. 

FRANCE  PRESENTS 
DIFFICULT  CASE 

France  Is  the  most  difficult  rase 
That  French  National  interests  are 
involved  in  the  problem  of  the 
armlstlc  with  Italy  is  self  evident. 
For  instance,  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment in  all  likelliiood  will  be  re- 
quired to  withdraw  its  military  for- 
ces from  Corsica,  Nice,  Savoy,  to 
hand  over  merchant  shipping  taken 
from  the  French  after  the  armistice 
of  June  24,  1040,  etc.  The  Commit- 
tee of  National  Liberation  In  Al- 
giers has  definite  views  to  express 
about  the  modalities  of  the  Italian 
withdrawal  and  the  many  questions 
of  detail  which  will  not  fall  to  em- 
erge. The  trouble  is  that,  so  far. 
that  committee  has  not  been  recog- 
nised a*  the  body  qualified  to  rep- 
resent French  interests  Two  form- 
ulas of  recognition  have  been 
worked  out  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment which,  to  this  day,  have 
neither  been  accepted  nor  rejected 
In  Washington  Besides,  some  five 
or  six  weeks  ago.  Soviet  Foreign 
Commissar  V.  M,  Molotov  told  the 
British  Ambassador  in  Moscow  that 
his  Government  was  ready  to  grant 

recognition  and  that  it  did  not  in- 
tend to  have  that  step  delayed 
sine  die. 

The  Yugoslav  Government  In 
London  and  the  Greek  Government

While  Fas- 
cist Italy  crumbles,  the  external 
conquests  of  Fascist  Italy  survive. 
Such  an  exceptional  state  of  affairs. 
It  Is  argued,  may  be  held  to  justify 
an  armistice  of  an  exceptional 
pattern. 

RUSSIAN  POINTS 
NEED  ATTENTION 

Last  but  not  lra.-,t  the  Russian 
point  of  view  deserve.*,  to  be  taken 
into  consideration.  Recently,  the 
Moscow  Government  made  It  clear 
that  It  did  not  regard  as  an  indif- 
ferent matter  what  was  being  done 
In  North  Africa.  All  the  appear- 
ances nee  that.  sooner  or  later,  it 
will  be  authorized  to  send  an  envoy 
to  Algiers  for  Inquiry  and  report. 
From  that  fact  the  Inference  can  be 
drawn  that  for  the  policy  to  be  fol- 
lowed toward  Italy.  Russia's  general 
approval  will  have  to  be  sought 
Otherw  ise,  the  Bov  let  Union  might 
be  templed  to  enforce  a policy  ol  tla 
own  not  only  tn  the  Balkans  but 
even  tn  Germany  whenever  the  Nazi 
regime  comes  to  bh  end  There  are 
reasons  to  believe  that  the  so-called 
“free  Germany  manifesto"  published 
a fortnight  ago.  in  Moscow  has  been 
in  the  nature  more  of  a tactical  move 
than  of  a fundamental  course  of 
action.  However,  the  manifesto  can 
be  taken  to  show  what  the  KtivOam 
would  have  up  their  sleeves  If  they 
ceased  to  act  within  the  circle  of 
the  United  Nations. 

In  diplomatic  circles  many  are 
prone  to  predict  that  an  Interval  of 
several  swks  may  elapse  before  King 
Victor  Emmanuel  and  Marshal  Ba- 
dogllo  *ee  their  wav  l«  lav  down  their 
arms.  They  perliapa  Will  wait  until 
what  the  Italians  have  to  fear  from 
the  Allies  exceed  In  severity  thrlr 
treatment  at  German  hands.  Up 
till  now.  they  have  not  made  any 
approach  for  armistice  or  pence. 
Italian  diplomats  In  neutral  capitals 
j have  tried  to  ascertain  the  term* 
which,  eventually,  would  be  meted 
out  tn  their  country.  But  they  do 
not  seem  to  have  acted  on  Instruc- 
tions from  Rome.

Leaving  building*  and  firs  behind

pond  lie*,  and  ao  In  Spring  the 
whole  pond  haa  tlie  form  of  a leg 
from  Uie  calf  to  the  toe*.  the  exist- 
ing hour-glass  form  resulting  from 
ihe  amputation  of  half  the  foot, 
leaving  end  and  ankle  and  Inter- 


vigorattng  walk  the  busy  gather-  j 
mg  the  satisfaction  of  succeaiiful 
finding. 

In  one  of  the  openings  by  tlie  way 
a maas  of  blue  catches  the  eye.  It  u> 
a tangled  growth  of  cow-vetch  whose 
elongated  clusters  of  small  flowers 
have  a touch  of  purple  in  them  that 
manifests  Itself  openly  a*  they  ma- 
ture. The  numerous  pair*  of  small 
leaflet*  give  an  airy  grace  to  the  foil- ! 
age  It  u not  a native  but  is  none 
the  lea*  a very  welcome  inhabitant 
of  our  roadside  thickets  and  field 
comer*  Another  Immigrant  we  have 
often  met  elsewhere,  the  wall  lettuce, 
la  here  too  by  the  aide  of  the  pearly 
everlasting  and  the  omnipresent 
heal-all.  And  set  among  them  a few 
feet  off  the  road  t*  a little  log -cabin 
In  a somewhat  ruinous  condition.  Ita 
door  open  to  wind  and  weather,  to 
bird  and  beast  In  Ita  more  habit- 
able daya  it  must  have  been  a pleas- 
ant retreat  and  even  yet  it  would 
take  little  to  make  it  just  such  a 
woodland  lodge  as  would  suit  a lover 
of  wild  things. 

ON  THE

And  now  the  road  begin*  to  climb 
a little,  taking  the  nearer  side  of 
the  valley  down  which  the  little 
intermittent  stream  flows,  and  the 
track  becomes  stony.  We  pass  a 
pair  of  yews  and  shortly  after  some 
maples  and  dogwood  trees.  A deep 
blue  speedwell  look*  up  from  our 
feet.  Flreweed  In  flower  peeps  over 
the  bracken.  On  an  open  space 
covered  with  dry  moss  the  creeping 
snowberry  displays  it*  small  leaves 
and  berries,  and  a little  further  an 
the  sturdy  four-square  stems  of  the 
hedgenKtle  sxhlblt  their  hairy 


along  the  side  of  a little  valley  with 
another  smaller  pond  whose  water 
Is  mostly  hidden  by  thickets.  It  Is 
fed  in  Winter  by  a stream  from  the 
nank  of  Mount  8km  and  to  turn 
supplies  by  It*  overflow  tlie  pond 
we  have  been  looking  at  We  proceed 
along  the  track  between  willows 
and  hazel  bushes,  red-barked 
dogwood  and  nlnebark.  with  young 
oak*  and  maples  The  air  is  sweet 
with  the  perfume  of  the  so-called 
Canada  thistle  ThU  plant  Is  not  a 
native  of  North  America  though  it 
ha*  established  Itself  from  ocean  to 
ocean.  It  Is  the  common  perennial 
thistle  of  the  Brltl*h  Isle*,  known  in 
bfiok*  a*  the  creeping  plume -thistle 
and  by  farmers  as  the  cursed  thistle. 
It  l*  the  natural  companion  of  care- 
less farming.  Nothing  but  regular 
and  persistent  field  cropping  will 
keep  it  under,  a single  piece  of  the 
root  is  enough  to  start  a colony  and 
a sUigle  seed  provide*  a progeny 
sufficient  to  cover  a countryside. 
Fortunately  all  plant*  do  not  pro- 
duce seeds.  The  stamina te  plants 
have  round  flower-heads,  the  pis- 
tillate egg-shaped  ones,  and  the 
two  form*  grow  separately.  In  aplt* 
of  It*  well-earned  reputation  for 
mischief  the  creeping  plume-thistle 
or  field-thistle,  to  translate  Its 
botanical  nume,  la  a strikingly

Paratrooper's  Lone 
Fight  in  Sicily

ALLIED  FIELD  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  NORTH  AFRICA. -The 
dramatic  story  of  an  American 
paratroop  officer  who  barricaded 
himself  in  one  room  of  a stone 
house  on  a Sicilian  hilltop  and  shot 
It  out  with  a posse  of  local  militia 
ha*  been  told  by  the  heroic  officer 
himself.  He  Is  Lieut.  Francis  Delg- 
nan, of  Valley  Stream.  N Y. 

He  escaped  from  his  raptors  and 
returned  to  his  unit  after  being 
reported  missing  for  four  days.  “I 
would  not  have  been  captured." 
Lieut.  Delgnan  said.  "If  my  carbine 
had  nol  lammed  following  a four- 
hour  fight" 

When  Lieut.  Delgnan  dropped 
from  the  *ky  on  the  night  of  the 
Invasion  of  Sicily,  a wind  caught 
his  parachute  and  carried  It  some 
distance.  In  the  darkness  he  wa* 
separated  from  his  men  and  could 
nol  recognize  his  whereabout*  In  the 
territory,  which  the  invading  para- 
troopers had  studied  In  advance. 

Seeing  a lighted  house  on  a hill- 
top. he  decided  to  capture  it  single-

company  Its  effect  la  striking  And  I 
in  the  hand  it*  flower#  are  hand-  | 
same.  m>  much  so  that  varieties  of1 
I are  cultivated  In  gardens  Its 
popular  name  is  derived  from  the 
effect  of  Inhaling  the  odor  of  it* 
[crushed  leave*  and  flower*  It  Is  not 
to  be  confounded  with  the  British 
snerwwort  which  Is  a specie*  of 
yarrow  and  like  the  common  yarrow 
here  is  white. 

The  yellow  flower*  conclude  with 
the  bcouler's  St  John's-worl.  very 
like  the  common  or  perforate  species 
which  has  been  introduced  here  and 
Is  well  established  In  some  place*. 
Our  Bcouler's  u a »maller  plant  with 
blunter  sepals  and  with  tlie  flower* 
in  elongated  inflorescences  rather 
lhan  In  the  As  I -Dipped  one*  of  Uie 
immigrant.  Both  the  dear  and  the 
black  dot*  of  leave*  and  petal#  are 
noticeably  smaller  to  the  naUve 
species, 

A*  we  leave  Hie  hollow  we  are  In 
IMtches  near  Uie  lltUe  bridge  a dark 
brown  moa*  It  is  one  of  the  com- 
monest of  Uie  wnter-moNses,  and 
has  been  left  behind  to  wither  by 
the  drying  up  of  the  pond.  And  we 
may  casL  a glance  about  u*  at  Uv 
rising  land  on  each  sale  of  Uie  dry 
end  and  notice  how  here  the  Doug- 
las flr  ha*  given  way  to  the  lodge - 
t>ole  pine  of  which  there  are  little 
doer  natural  plantations.  There  are

WILD  FLOWERS  OF 
THE  POND‘8  EDGE 

With  a body  of  receding  water  the 
edge  is  oat  of  growing  width.  Our 
pond's  earliest  or  flood  edge  can  be 
traced  high  up  on  the  sloping  bank* 
••specially  where  they  have  washed 
Uie  loose  gravel  ot  the  terrace.  But 
It  is  chiefly  by  the  plant-life  that 
it*  aucceshtve  stages  are  uwde  visible. 
Let  iu  follow  them  a*  we  can. 

Down  where  shallow  water  still 
linn  between  the  sedges  an  interest- 
ing plant  u growing  in  some  quan- 
tity. It  looks  at  first  glance  singu- 
larly like  one  of  the  familiar  horse- 
tails, for  it*  small  narrow  leaves 
grow  in  whorl*  round  Uie  stems.  It 
Is  very  cmnumlv  called  in  Great 
Britain  mnre's-tall.  and  its  botanical 
name  Htppuns  mean's  horse's  tall 
Anotliei  name  for  It  u botUe-brush. 
recalling  II .r  nld-favhkoned  brushes 
used  for  cleaning  bottles  and  the 
narrow  chimney*  of  eoal-otl  lamps  of 
the  reading  type, 

Tlie  bolMr-biu*h.  as  Henry  calls 
It,  ha*  very  minute  flower*  in  the 
axil*  of  ihe  leaves,  but  small  as 
they  arc  and  without  any  special 
chaim  of  color  or  form  to  attract 
Uie  eve.  Ihev  relate  their  possessor 
botanlcailjr  to  the  myrtle,  fuchsia, 
evening  primrose,  flreweed.  pronie- 


mlsty  effect.  Then  the  head#  are 
grouped  together  to  convex  clusters, 
thus  atiU  further  Increasing  the 
effect 

The  hazel  bushes  are  plentifully 
supplied  this  year  with  nut*,  at 
least  everywhere  on  the  branches 
and  half -hidden  by  the  leaves  we 
can  see  the  dusters  of  bract*  that 
enclose  the  usually  paired  fruit  Our 
species  is  Corylua  Callfornica.  but 
It  u sufficiently  like  In  every  rw

memory  the  place  the  hazel  holds 
or  used  to  hold  In  country  life  and 
Joys  to  Uia  Old  Land  particularly.

VIGILANCE  AND 
PREC  ACTION 

The  fortunate  lack  of  organised 
sabotage  must  be  attributed,  not  to 
the  benevolence  or  indifference  of 
our  enemies,  but  to  vigilance  and 
precaution.  When  America  started 
rearming,  we  began  compiling  in- 
formation about  potential  enemie*  In 
our  midst.  The  result  was  that 
within  twenty -four  hour#  after  Pearl 
Harbor  we  had  rounded  up  3 000  of 
the  alien#  we  considered  moat  dan- 
gerous.

Fragmentation  bombs  are  dropped 
by  means  of  specially  designed  rayon 
parachutes  The  bomber  skim*  along 
at  a height  which  Is  often  no  more 
than  fifty  to  aevehty-five  feet,  lf 
parachutes  were  not  used  a bomb  at 
such  low  altitudes  might  endanger 
live  plane.
